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A Prosperous New Year 


Reports from the varied industries and financial institutions 


of the country are undoubtedly encouraging for the new year. 
Very frequently such predictions -as have appeared widely in 
the papers during the last few weeks are intended >; create a 
belief in prosperity in the minds of the people, stabilize the 
confidence necessary for large trade, and thus give a kind of 
psychological momentum-to business. But in this instance, 
the reports and the predictions have an unusual ring of sin- 
cerity. They are very convincing and very comforting. Ac- 
cording to the best authority business today is rapidly recov- 
ering from the after-war slump and is on a sounder footing, 
than ever. There is no indication, it seems, of a material 
change. 


One fairly certain proof of prosperity is that for sometime 


manufacturers have been merely filling orders, not produc- 
ing beyond the current demand. This meant that trade was not 
buying beyond actual needs. Limited stocks were the natural 
result, and extensive buying will soon become necessary. 
Overproduction and over-stocking, therefore, as causes of de- 
pression, are absent from the prqspects of the new year. Im- 
provement in transportation, both by rail, water and motor 
truck has been a large factor in the policy of the buyers to 
keep orders level with their trade. When delays in transporta- 
tion were frequent and of long duration it was necessary to, 
have large stocks on hand. Nevertheless reports from large 
business enterprises show an increasing demand, so-that even 
if the buying according to demand should continue, producers 
can look for a busy time ahead. 


Only two major possibilities threaten the prosperity of the 


new year. The first is the passage by congress, unusually split 
up into two factions of harmful legislation or the failure to 
pass what is'needed. It is reported that business men generally 
regard the bonus as a hinderance to prosperity, but that re- 
mains to be seen. The other is the presidential election. There 
is always in^his enough threat of a change of governmental 
policies to make business, always sensitive, more cautious. 


But these two dangers are largely offset by Secretary Mel- 


Ion's plan of tax reduction, which lias met with wide appro- 
val. With the prospect of a substantial decrease of tax burdens, 
there will be greater incentive for investments in all kinds of 
enterprise, greater encouragement for commercial initiative. 
Taking all in all, it is fairly .certain, that the universal wish for 
a Happy New Year-will be fulfilled in 1924.
